He vs one of the 
brightest scientific scholars in this coun­ 
try, and though not yet thirty-five years 
obi, has WUU UU OJI vial*!#* reputation 
among tile academies of sciences in E u­ 
rope aud America. 
Professor Holden, was born iu St. 
Louis, in IMP!. 
He graduated from 
the 
United 
States 
Military 
Academy, at West Point in l!S70,and .serv­ 
ed a short time in tile Fourth artillery. 
From August 1H71 to June 1S72, ho was 
Assistant Professor of Natural and Ex­ 
perimental Philosophy at Wi*st Point 
and afterwards served as Instructor iii 
Practical Military Engineering, when he 
was appointed Professor of Mathematics 
iii the United States Navy, serving at the 
National Observatory. He is a fit man 
for the place he holds as he stands among 
the very foremost of our astronomers. 
He lias, as nu assistant, Professor Burn­ 
ham, of Chicago, who is the most suc­ 
cessful discoverer of double stars there 
is iu the world, aud on that particular 
branch of astronomy is the highest living 
authority. These two men are intensely 
devoted to their business. That power­ 
ful telescope is brought into constant use 
every night when it is clear, from the 
time it becomes dark till the dawn of 
day. Night after night they search for 
new’ stars, making calculations, and so 
on, and the result of their lictors is sent 
to all the principal observatories iu the 
world.

The sight is one never to be forgotten, 
aud to accommodate the people he has 
kindly /let apart the first and third 
Wednesday nights of each mouth for the 
reception of the public. The people take

When bees are alarmed, the first 
thing they usually do is to fill them­ 
selves with honey, 
lf one should w ake 
up in the night and find the house in 
flames, he W'ould probably load himself 
with the most valuable articles that he 
could lay hands upon. 
So if one blows 
a pull' or two of smoke into the entrance 
of a hive, the bees do not know but that 
their house is on fire. 
If one closes the 
hive, and then raps on the side of it, 
the bees think, pernaps, that their house 
Is about to tumble down. 
In either case 
tile lirst thing they do is to secure a 
load of hone}’, winch is probably the 
most precious substance known to them. 
In order, then, to handle bees safely, 
it is onlv necessary to smoke them a 
little, give them tune to fill themselves 
with hone}', and then open the hive 
carefully and handle the bees decently. 
They will usually be as harmless as 
house flies. 
Light one end of a roll of 
cotton rags, or a piece of dry, rotten 
elm or basswood, and it will be found a 
S 
tkxI tiling with which to smoke bees. 
f there are many hives, a “smoker” 
will be found a great convenience. 
It 
is a little, round tin stove, about three 
inches in diameter and six in height 
The top of it nills up to a peak, and 
there is a hole in the peak for the 
smoke to out. 
The top or cover fits on 
like tho cover to a common pepper 
box, so that it can be removed and a 
fire built inside the smoker. 
Hags, rot­ 
ten wood, or even cobs, are the sub­ 
stances generally used for fuel. 
At the 
bottom or side of this little stove, and 
connected with it by a tube, is fixed a 
small bellows. 
By working tho bel­ 
low’s, a strong current of air is driven 
through the smoker, which causes the 
smoke to issue in a stream. 
By using 
this little instrument, the apiarist is 
master of the situation, as there is no 
danger of setting things on fire. 
He 
can put the smoke just where he wants 
it, and in such quantities that the little 
insects will soon become quiet. The 
usual price of the smoker is one dollar, j 
and can bo obtained of any dealer in 
apiary supplies. 
When there is plenty of honey in the 
fields there is little need of smoke, as 
tho bees are busy and contented, and 
have little disposition to sting. 
Do not 
try to handle Lees just after a cold rain 
or some other cause has cheeked their 
g 
athering honey; w’ait two or three 
ays, until the disappointment has worn 
off somewhat. 
In times of scarcity be 
careful not to leave amy honey where 
the bees can get at it, as w'hen it is gone 
the bees will probably be very cross, 
and may give trouble by their robbing 
each other. 
• W h e n hor** e w a rm th e y flit Uli’fllSoIvCS 
with honey before leaving the hive, 
which usually makes them very peacea­ 
ble; but if they are left hanging in the 
sun three or four hours before they are 
hived they seem to lose all patience, 
and become very cross. 
I have never 
tried it, but, as a remedy, I would s u g ­ 
gest giving them a good sprinkle with 
sweetened water before attempting to 
hive them. 
Try to avoid quick mo­ 
tions, and handle bees carefully. 
Per­ 
haps the beginner, if he is timid, had 
better protect himself w ith a veil until 
he bas nail some experience, and there­ 
by gained confidence. The veil may be 
made of black tarlctan, sewed up like 
a bag. without top or bottom, and of 
the diameter of tne rim of a common 
straw h at Gather the top with a cord, 
so that it will inst slip over the crown 
of the hat, and have it so long that the 
lower part may bo tucked inside the 
coat or vest Common buckskin or 
sheepskin gloves may be worn, but the 
most timid person will soon consider 
gloves an unnecessary nuisance.—Cor.

turpentine Id added, in order to pre­ 
vent brittleness; a small amount of lin­ 
seed oil is also put with the mixture, to 
obviate its clinging to the hands, and 
tho moss may be colored by kneading 
in any color that may be desired The 
substance thus formed may be pressed 
into shapes, and used for tho production 
of bas-reliefs and other figures, and may 
be likewise worked by hand into models 
—the hands to be rubbed with linseed 
oil, and the mass to be kept warm dur­ 
ing the process. 
On becoming cool and 
dry, which takes place in a few hours, 
it is as hard as stone.

A clause in the will authorized the trus­ 
tees to pay, at their discretion, a sum 
not exceeding in any oho year $1,000 for 
tho maintenance and education of his 
grandchildren if needed. The amount 
paid into the hands of the trustees by the 
executor of the will was $69,942.05, and 
so judiciously has tile estate been man­ 
aged and the proceeds invested that to­ 
day it has swollen to the handsome sum 
of $204,396.25. 
Over $60,000 of this 
amount is invested in United States 
bonds, and the balance mainly in bank 
railroad, and|mill stocks.
